It closed at 30 2-10 cents in June, concerning 
which Mr. Firestone says: "Rubber prices have dropped some- 
what from the peak reached, d,ue to smuggling and forged doc- 
uments in the supply regions, and the fact that rubber growers 
who secured the legislation feared that the rapid rise in price 
was arousing too strong public sentiment in America against 


: the act, and that too high a cost at the present time might have 


a tendency to force a modification of the law, or even its re- 
peal."

iOf the imports for 1923, about 624,000,000 pounds came 


' from the Urrited Kingdom (76,000,000 Ibs.) and the British 


East Indies (548,000,000 Ibs.). This is about 78 per cent of 


. the total imports for the year. From the Dutch East Indies we 


. imported 113,000,000 pounds, or about 14 per cent. The next 


largest source of supply was Brazil—31,000,000 pounds. The 
Brazil price averaged about 17 cents throughout the year.

The Building Program. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon believes that the govern- 


ment should get away from paying rent and own the necessary 
buildings in which its business must be done. It is understood 
he will recommend to Congress a big public building building 
program, to include post .offices and other Federal structures 
in most of the large cities. The ultimate cost is said to be be- 
tween $200,000,000 and $300,000,000, and the time of com- 
pletion is placed at 20 years hence. Coming from Mr. Mellon, 
such a program, despite its apparent large cost, must be regard- 
ed as dictated by sound business judgment. The rents saved per 
year would be far in excess of'a reasonable interest charge on 
the money invested.
